There 
are many such passages, inculcating the 
best und purest conduct thut man is ca- 
pable of, and what faultcan you tind with 
that? But I know just how some will 
fly off and talk about what Christians 
have done, and therefore will suy Chris- 
tiunity is all wrong, and the church is 
very bad, and the Bible, too. 

I am not, in the proper sense, the 
apologist of Christianity und the church: 
but I do say that all churches, from 
tho rudest society of fetich worshipers 
tothe most refined ussembly of Chris- 
tians, and all the bibles from the Vedas 
of the Hindoo, to the loving precepts of 
Jesus, are in the line of evolution and 
human progress, und us such ure worthy 
of our respect, But on this same princi- 
ple we are in duty bound to go forward, 
und if we ean reach higher truths than 
we tind bere, let us uceept them. My 
motto ia: Accept truth, wherever found, 
und reject error every where. 

The unwritten creed of the People's 
chureh in this city is: © Believe what- 
ever you can believe, and do what you 
think is right. Tothat [udd for my own 
use: "Aspire tothe highest viti Ina Glo 
altitudes of truth and duty." Ido not 
rely implicitly on the historical part of 
the Bible, because. Ít shows everywhere

To THK Evirou:—! was sitting In the 
readiny-room of the Golden (iate, a Spirit- 
uslist parer of San Francisco, and took 
up the J£eligirm Philosphient Journal, un- 
ether Spirítualist paper, in which was 
the offer: " One thousand dollars reward 
for an intelligent message from disem- 
bodied spirits through the so-called 
k priche tolegraph,' by the mediumahip 
of Mr. Rowley, Dr. D. G. Stanabury or 
any other medium." 

Coming out of the building, at the foot 
of the malra, the Chronicle was handed to 
me containing this telegram from Cin- 
cinnati: ''J. W. Fletcher i» oxposin 
spirit phenomenon of ‘slate writing, 
and shows bow it ean be done by sleight- 
of-hand." (This J. W. Fletcher, it asm, 
waa personating John William Fletcher, 
the ovlebrated. lecturer, whore initials 
wer: the same an his.) 

As I finished reading this dispatch I 
looked across Market street and saw 
that Dr. D. J. 5tansbury's office was only 
a few steps up the street, and as he 
professed to be a medium for both thers 
phases of mediumship the temptation 
Was too strong to resist, and J concluded 
to yo over and test the genuiness of his 
claim and the sccuracy of what I had 
seen in the two papers named, which con- 
veyed the idea that there was no such 
thing as "''spirit-telegraphy," or slato- 
writing by spirits. 

Not belng an expert in telegraphy, I 
could only judge of the genuinenew of 
the messages by the answers received.
